Gentlemen of Seloct Councl!:—On assuming the
responsible doties of presiding oMoeer of Select
Couucll, permit me to say that 1 thank yon for the
Righ bouor you have couferred upon me.

o us the suffrages of our fellow-citizens have
entrusted the legislative interests of our.city for the
ensuing year, To us has been confided the duty of
provislug for & better supply sod distribntion of
water; the care and contro) of the highways of the
city; the tegulation of it strect grades and pians;
the construction of Ita culverts and bridges; the
care and ment of ita wharves, (ta markets
and public pulldings, aud the very important dutles
of erecting & House of Correction ; the enlargement
of the Conaty Prison, and such other measures a8
will contrivute to the health and comfort of our
citizens ; the prevention of vice and orime; the pro-
pection of the nnfortunate, and the reformastion of
the depraved.

1t would be improper to detain you with extended
relarks upon these various subjects, but I do ask
sour thoughtfnl consideration of that greatest ne-
¢eaglty—an abundant supply of water.

A réference to the report of the Chlef Engineer of
the Water Department, made to the Connclls of last
vear, will pregent his suggestions as to the best man-
ner of relfeving our present and proapective Tanta
Should you adopt his views and suathorive blin o
procecd with the work, the oost as estlinated
will exceed 88,000,000, With all due respect for

.the chief offcer of that department, and while
acknowledging his eMcelency and skill, 1 re-
spectiully submlt to you that before A work of
such Nidgnitude (8 commenced, there should
be appointed a commission of three more geatle-
men of acknowl «1 experience and aclentific
skill, to whom this whole subject, of the source of
supply, the mode of supplying it, and the storage of
o Jarge quantity of water, should be committed, with
instrnctions to report within three months from
date of appointment. You would then have before

ou such officlal and rellable information as would

cad you to hegin the work understandingly, and
wounld entirely o away with the expensive h-
work polley hitherto pursned. Tt may be sald that
such an undertaking will cost a large sum of mong;
Fo IL will, but it must be dones soma time, and the
o it I8 delayed the more costly will it Le,

m time to time, Councils have boen asked to

rmit the laylng of what |8 termed pew and im-
proved street pavements, some of them co
some wood of different patents, and some stone; o
these the concrete have, I belleve, iu every case
proved fallures, while the stone and wood seewt as

el to bear all tests of wear and travel, I respect-
gully submit to you fo hasten (by such legislation as
segms right to you) the dayiwhen cur present system
of cobble stone ?nvlug ahnﬁ be done away with, and
our principal h rfnwu]l shall be paved with such
fmproved materinls as experience shows to be en-
during aud agreeable.

Juring the last two years, Councils have ordered
t0 be copstructed a number of very large main
pewers, ‘Ihero were made n by the greay
fncrease of bullding improvements, Many of these
bave been, or are, ncarly completed. The same
neceksity requires that yea should provide, by loan
or ciherwise. for 1he construction of several very
lm‘gurtunr. bridgen across the Schayikill

ne of these, &t Callowhill atrest, the plans of
which were approved by Counclls last month, I8 of
the utmost importance, Tie completion of this
bridge demands, and I trust will claun, your early
attention,

For a long time past, Counclis and the Commis-

£ ) lrrl:rgn acrons the Schuyikill at South street have
been a: varlance us to the powsars snd the right of
the Commlssion to lssue bonds cmnﬁ:l!lnc the clivy
to pay for its erection.

taxes are due 1= not only advisable, but abeolotely
neceREary.

In New York the taxes are due and pavable on
November 1, and all unpald on the m\-ceemug June
1, Are retarned to the *Board of Arrt-arll“ [ nrm-
mient especially charged with the colleotion by legal
process,  Asa result, the total of anpald taXes on
real estate from 1541 to 1860—twenty-five years—is
only §9b0, 29420,

In Chicago, the City Controller, after rociting de-
talls of valustions and rate of Laxes, reporis, on
April 20, 1569, that the sssessed taxes ‘‘make in the
aggregate the pnm orlﬁ.m.-m—m.nr which there was
collected on the Orst day of April the sum of §2,867 -
ooé 61, lenving » balanco uncollected on that day of
$507,444°84, 0 lnrge amount of which has since bosn
pald into the city treasury from sales of real estate
and collection from personal pmperl{omu.

Now, if the mode of immediste legal distraint,
adopted In New York and Chi prodaces such
exceilent resuita, should we not adopt the #ame In
Fhlladelphia? To state this question 18 to answer 1,
and I hope that the Nrat work of our Committess on
Finance and Law will be the drafting of an act of
Assembly for.thia puorpose, the p of which
should be at once preased upon the Legislature,

Whilst conaldering the question of the more eM-
clent collection of the taxes levied, we should endea-
vor to find other legitimate objects for taxation, and
thus relieve the real estate of our city, which now
bears more than it fair share of the clty expenses,
Why should not the manufacturing wealth of this
city, the stocks of our merchants and all personal

roperty, pay its proportion of taxes? Ia Now
york, in 1869, the tax upon personal property was
$7,509,544°51, while the total tax of Philudelphis, real
estate and personal property, was only §7,975,008°79,

Hereis a means of putting money into the City
Treasury practically xhanstible, and when we
ask the Legialature for legal aid in our finsncial
afalrs, let us also demand the power of taxing all
clasges of our citizens for the support of the city
government.

We also need a law 1o levy apeclal taxes for special
rurpﬂuu. by means of which the increase of our
unded debt mlqm, te a great extent, be preveuted.

In other cases, wclu 1 might be created
from which to p;ir e interest and sloking fand of
the sum borrowed ; for lustance, as su by the
Chier Rogineer of the Water Department, the
amount uired for the extension of the water
works could be mes by & slight increase of our water
rents; losus for bridges could be repald ont of
#pecial taxes and assessments levied npon the pro-
perties in the districts more Immed beneted ;

this plan i8 too complicated for practical ltln{:um.
but 1 can pointto other large oitles where it isin
eMmulent operation, |

In conclugion, I can only express the hope that
these matters of fuance, and all other sabjects of
publie interest, will receive prompt and early consi-
deraion at your hands ; and that you will eo-operate
Nith me in despatching the business committed to
our care with fdelity and seal.
